Coffee County Commission Adopts 
$3.7 Million Budget For Coming Year 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday. 
October 8, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and reviewed the 
county's budget for the 1985 fiscal 
year that totals $3,722,017. 

The budget. which was formally 
adoptee at a called meeting last 
month, included the following 
amounts in the various funds:

“The budget is very workable,’ 
said Probate Judge Marion Brunson, 
“‘and I can assure you there is no fat 
in it. All county employees got a six 
percent raise, and it was well- 
deserved. Except for the salary 
increases the budget is similar to last 
year’s.” 

One new item in the budget was a 
$6,000 allotment for a county-wide 
animal shelter. The Coffee County 
Humane Society had addressed the 
commission earlier in the year 


Elba City Council Makes Appointments 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday at 6 p.m. to begin conduct- 
ing city business as it will be done for 
the next four years. All members 
were present as Mayor Bob English 
opened the meeting with a prayer. 

A report from Police Chief John 
White revealed that a 1982 model 
police car was being repaired using 
parts from an older model that had 
been junked out. White said he was 
doing this under the assumption that 
the parts would last until the city 
replaced the vehicle. 

The council appointed or re- 
appointed the members of the Water 
and Electric Board. Cleo Hawkins 
nominated Charles Hayes for re- 
appointment and Gladys Yelverton 
nominated Oscar Vaughan for re- 
appointment, both representing the 
private citizen requirements of the 
bond agreement. However, after the 
two were duly elected, the city 
received a letter from Hayes 


Tuesday morning declining the new 
term. 

City officials elected to the board 
were John W. Sharpless, Jack 
Prescott and Frances Trammell. This 
too was done by motion of Yelverton. 


Prior to the appointment of the 
city officials, Hawkins asked that his 
name be withdrawn, as he felt he 
had served long enough. Efforts by 
English to change his mind 
apparently fell on deaf ears, in spite 
of English's plea that ‘‘I feel it is 
very important you serve; we are in 
negotiations with Covington Electric 
on purchase of lines as manadated 
by state law, and we need you.’ 
When several other council members 
noted they had tried to convince 
Hawkins to serve again and he still 
declined, the matter was dropped 
and the three appointments made as 
recommended by English.

Osburn said no 
final decision had beem made by the 
school at that time; however, an 
alternative being considered was 
homecoming activities at the 
stadium Friday afternoon with the 
public being invited to attend? 


County Jail Inmate Dies Thursday In Elba 


An inmate at the Coffee County 
Jail in Elba died last week at the 
Elba General Hospital, less than an 
hour after being rushed to the 
hospital by a deputy sheriff. 

The inmate was identified as 
Eddie Jones, age 52, of Enterprise, 
who was in the jail on a probation 
revocation, The black male was 
originally charged with forgery and 
had been in jail only two days on the 
later charge. 

According to sheriff's depart- 


ment officials, Jones was a trusty 
and was downstairs at the jail on the 
night of Thursday, October 4, when 
he complained of shortness of 
breath. Deputy Sheriff Billy Wayne 
McKinnon took Jones to the hospital 
immediately, and at 11:32 p.m. the 
inmate was pronounced dead. 

The body was sent to a state 
crime lab in Mobile, where an 
autopsy revealed Jones died after 
two heart valves collapsed in his 
heart.

Tags for business vehicles, 
mobile homes, motorcycles, farm 
equipment, pulpwood trucks and 
tractor-trailers must be purchased in 
October or November. 


City School Board followed, with 
Prescott nominating Tom Maddox 
for a full five-year term, replacing 
Paul King, who is completing a full 
term on the board. Sharpless spoke 
out opposing this action, noting it 
had been council policy to only 
appoint people who currently have 
children in the school system. His 
motion to find someone else with 
children in school died for lack of a 
second, : 

Sharpless said he felt Maddox 
was well qualified, but with no 
children in school yet, he felt 
someone else should be appointed. 

English said, ‘‘As we have talked 
in private (and I thought we were 
unanimous in this decision) I am not 
sure this is a good policy, as there 
are many people with wisdom who 
are past child-bearing years, and 
have a lot to contribute."’ 

The vote to name Maddox to the 
board was approved with Sharpless 
voting no. 

Yelverton nominated Stan Marsh 
to fill the unexpired term she left 
when elected to the city council. The 
term expires in June, 1986. The vote 
was Unanimous. 


Three people were reappointed to 
the Zoning Board of Adjustments, 
serving four-year terms, They are 
L.C. Sharpless, Frances Brunson 
and Mae Moore. The motion by 
Trammell was approved 
unanimously. 

Mayor English was selected to 
serve another term on the Southeast 
Alabama Gas District Board. 

Council members had had two 
weeks to review the city budget for 
the coming year, and a motion by 
Sharpless to accept it as presented 
was also unanimously approved. The 
budget contains projected revenue of 
over one-and-a-quarter million 
dollars, and the expenditures leave 
an anticipated surplus of $77,000. 
The budget includes a five percent 
pay raise for all employees. English 
explained that the surplus was not 
really extra money, but a cushion to 
cover any shortfall of anticipated 
revenue, such as drops in sales tax, 
ete, 

Major items in the budget always 
include repayment of borrowed 
money, and this year it will cost 
$161,043 for this purpose. However, 
even that is lower than the salaries of 
the street department at $185,000 or 
the police department at $197,475. 
Neither of the above salary figures 
covers the city’s portion of the 
retirement program. 

The various departments in the 
Elba City government have exper- 
ienced little public discontent and 
this can be directly attributed to the 
aboye average pay and benefits 
offered the local employees, com- 
pared with neighboring towns 

While no city official will voice an 
opinion that the local folks are 
overpaid, they do express pride in 
the efforts to provide decent salaries, 
hospital insurance aad retirement 
benefits. 


Discussion of the proposed ward 
system of electing city officials and 
the long qgiscussed proposal of 


extending the city limits were 
touched on briefly Monday evening. 
Due to the complexity of the details 
in the matter, English appointed 
various council members to major 
areas of-the proposals. Yelverton 
was named to be the main contact 
with state and federal officials on the 
ward system; Trammell was named 
to work with getting clearance for 
Elba to conduct a new census, to be 
used in implementing the ward 
system and in earning revenue 
sharing funds from the feds; Prescott 
and Hawkins were asked to 
recommend new city limit bound- 
aries, and Sharpless is to work with 
state officials on the best way to 
proceed in changing the city limits. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $11,143.92. They 
included $2800 for gas and oil, $1104 
for sewer pipe to Russell subdivision 
and $750 for concrete pipe to the 
recreation center. 

A status of city finances was 
presented by English and the 
positive position of the bank account 
was partly attributed to the $50,000 
paid to the city last Thursday by the 
hospital authority. Total city monies 
in the local banks now total 
$197,448.93, 

English also noted that the drain 
gates at the dam had been repaired 
by city crews; the street sweeper 
parts had finally arrived and the 
machine is now working and crews 
are installing the connector sewage 
line to Powell subdivision.

GOD'S LAW OF THE HARVEST 

The little boy wanted to know 
**Who dat saying who dat when I say 
who dat?!"" He had discov@éred the 
echo. One fact about an echo is that 
it repeats exactly what you say. 
Much of life is like an echo. Life 
tends to respond to us according to 
what we put into it. Galatians 
6:7-10 emphasizes what we might 
call life's echo. 

This passage of scripture stresses 
an important law which is related to 
life--we will reap what we sow. One 
of the dictionary definitions for 
“law" is ‘The observed regularity 
of nature.’ The Lord established 
certain laws or principles by which 
the universe operates. One of them 
is the “‘law of gravity." It is an 
observed regularity of nature that 
“what goes up must come down." 
Scientists tell us that this type of 
solar eclipse which occurred May 30, 
1984 will occur again in the year 
2.017. It is an observed regularity of 
nature. The Lord also established 
laws relating to morality and 
spirituality. One of the most basic of 
these is contained in Galatians 6:7. 
““Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap."" It seems that 
some who lived during Paul's day 
respected the natural law of the 
harvest, but they did not respect the 
moral and spiritual law of the 
harvest. They knew that a farmer did 
not try to outsmart nature. by 
planting one type of seed and 
expecting to gather another type of 
fruit. But some of them were living 
their lives as if God's moral and 
spiritual laws did not exist. 

The phrase ‘‘Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked"’ in verse 7 
indicates that they knew what they 
were doing. The word ‘‘mocked” 
translates an original word which 
meant ‘‘nose.”’ It means ‘‘to turn the 
nose up”’ at someone or something. 
They were turning their noses up at 
God and his laws, and they were 
doing what they wanted to do. Verse 
7 indicates that the person who turns

his nose up at God and his principles 
will “‘suffer the consequences.”” 

Galatians 6:7-10 also stresses 
that God's law of the harvest has 
both a negative and a positive 
dimension. Verse 8 is a clear 
reminder of both dimensions. There 
has probably been an overemphasis 
in the past on the negative 
dimension of the law of the harvest 
(especially by preachers and 
parents).. Of course, there is a 
negative side. I have emphasized it 
above. But there is also a positive 
side that we need to emphasize to 
our children. 

Look again at Galatians 6:8-10 


and notice the positive emphases--. 


**he that soweth to the Spirit’’ (verse 
8). “let us not be wéary in well 
doing"’ (verse 9), and “‘let us do 
good unto all men"’ (verse 10). Our 
children need to know that if they are 
honest, if they work hard, if they 
develop their potentials, if they keep 
themselves healthy. if they are 
involved in the church, if they do 
what they can to help people,...then 
life will respond accordingly. They 
will reap what they sow. There are 
consequences to good actions as well 
as to bad actions. 

And Galatians 6:7-10 stresses 
that there is often a time-lapse 
before the consequences occur. We 
are aware of this concerning the law 
of the harvest. The farmer does not 
expect to plant the seed one day and 
gather the crop the next day. The 
peanuts which are being harvested 
in our area were planted months ago. 

James Middleton said, ‘Sooner 
or later every nation sits down to a 
banquet of consequences."' Every 
person does also. This is true of both 
bad and good actions. Verse 9 
contains a reminder that the 
consequences of good actions will 
come ‘“‘in due season.”’ The 
consequences of any action may 
come slowly--but they will come 
surely. 

The farmers of our area are 
harvesting peanuts. They are 
harvesting peanuts because they 
planted peanuts. They are reaping 
what they sowed. And you and I will 
also reap the consequences of the 
moral and spiritual seed we. are 
planting.

Candidates In Recent Coffee County Commission 
Report Campaign Expenses In Excess Of $40,000 


So you want to get into politics . . 
well, how deep are your pockets? 

The Coffee County Commission 
was elected recently and the 16 
candidates reached deep into their 
pockets and pulled out over $40,000 
in campaign funds to cover the high 
cost of running for office. 

The figures, revealed in financial 
statements filed by the candidates 
with the Democratic Party, showed 
the commission candidates spent a 
total of $40,547.74 in the primary 
and runoff elections. 

The most expensive race was in 
District 1, where a trio of candidates 
spent over $12,000. Incumbent 
Gilmer Grant, who lost in a runoff, 
spent $5,232.77 in an effort to retain 
his seat, and received $1500 1 
donations. The winner, James E. 
“Jimmy” Bryan, spent $3,454.53 to 
unseat Grant, while reporting con- 
tributions of $1,568. The third 
candidate, Leon Smart, spent 
$3,322.64 and received no outside 


contributions. 

In District 2, the three candidates 
spent a total of $5,504.64 in the 
campaign and it was the incumbent, 
Billy Eagerton, who spent the least 
and won re-election. Eagerton spent 
$1,306.86 and received over $400 in 
donations, while runner-up Ted 
Fillingim spent $2,745.78, and 
Donald Hussey spent $1,452. 
Neither had any outside con- 
tributions. 

The District 3 race drew four 
candidates and the quartet spent a 
total of $8,616.66, led by the 
incumbent, Rex Boutwell, who spent 
$4,741.08.

May Building Undergoes Facelift 


The ‘‘May Building’’, one of 
Elba's oldest and most historic 
downtown buildings, has recently 
undergone a major renovation 
project that will make it more 
attractive to modern business. 

Bob English, present owner of the 
building, stated, ‘‘We cleaned up 
the building as well as we could, 
sandblasted the old paint and 
knocked out the front walls of two of 
the three stores. There are no plans 
to renovate the upstairs, but the 
second floor area is reparable."’ 

The building's original owner 
was Dr, May, who later sold the. 
Bartow Bullard, a 
druggist who operated a drugstore in 
the downstairs portion of the build- 
ing. The Brooks family later 
purchased the building and only 
recently sold it to English. 

Judge Eris Paul was one of the 
building's early tenants in his days 
as an attorney, and he recounted a 
few memories of the building. 

“IT was in a law office with 
J.C, Fleming in 1937,’' Paul. said, 
‘and was in practice with him until 
1940, when I entered private practice 
and moved across the hall. All 
totaled, I was, upstairs for five 
years.”’ 

Also upstairs in the building was 
a large meeting room, which at 


various times hosted the Woodmen 
of the World, the Masons, and rumor 
had it, the Ku Klux Klan. 

The building was a haven of 
safety in 1929 when Elba was 
flooded, and Judge Paul stated he, 
along with 40-60 other people, spent 
three days atop, and on the second 
floor, of the building, until the 
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waters went down, 

‘The water got up to the top step 
of the stairs,"’ said Judge Paul, ‘*but 
never got up to the floor."’ 

The building, over the years, has 
housed many businesses, including 
People's Drug Store, Paul’s Cafe, 
Federated Store and many pool 
rooms. 
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
